Lucius Ogletree, When At- 
lacked, Used Gun, 


Ogletree Had Been Appointed Gate 
Keeper by Striking Uperatives. 
Peter Wanted To Pass Him 
and Row Started—Ogle- 
tree Made Escape. 


West. Point, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)— 

In the town of Lanett, which is the Ala- 
bama side of West Point, this morning 
at 11:30 o'clock Lucius Ogletree shot and 
instantly killed John L. Potter and fa- 
tally wounded Dan Zachry and _ then 
made good his escape. 

All of the parties are white men, being 
operatives of the Lanett milis, and lived 
within’ a very short distance of each 
other. 

QOgietree was appointed a gatekeeper 
for the day operatives, who were out on 
a strike and who gave him orders to let 


Potter, being still in the mill building, 
wanted to come out and then go back 
in again. ‘This was retused him by Ogle- 
tree and Potter became angry and made 
threats of doing him naarm. 

He went back into the mill building to 
his individual tool “box, getting his ham- 
mer, and going to the fence, began 
knocking off the pickets. He was in- 
terrupted in this work by Ogletree, 
whereupon he got angry and struck 
Ogletree on the head with his hammer. 

Van Zachry, who is a brother in law 
of Potter, was among the crowd of on-'! 
lookers, and rushed to help him, striking ; 
Ogletree over the body with a large stick, 
felling him to his knees. 

While in this position Ogletree drew a 
pistol from his pocket and fired five times 
at. his assailants. ‘I'nree of the shots 
struck Potter, one entering the left side 
of the head and two entering the abdo- 
men, Killing him instantly. 

The next two. shots were directed to- 
ward Zachry, one entering his abdomen 
and lodging in his back. The other miss- 
ed its mark entirely. Ogletree fled for 
satety, first going to see a physician “to 
have his head dressed, and then left for 
parts unknown. 

Potter and Zachry were moved to the} 
mill office and a physician was suUum- 
moned for Zachry. Zachry’s condition is 
announced to be extremely critical and 
no hope is entertained for his recovery.

Paris, April 27.—The latest dispatches 
from the ‘provifices indicate that the trou- 
ble is becoming more sertous. ? 

This afternoon the disturbance at Mar- 
seilles around the Capuchin convent broke 
out. with much violence owing to’ the 
attempt’of a party of Oblate fathers to 
visit the barricaded convent. Enemies of 
the congregations became eftaged and 
attacked. Clericals. hastened to the as- 
sistance Of ‘the fathers and a pifched 
battle between ttie-two’ parties followed, 
Sticks and. stones .were used freely and 


injuries were inflicted upon many per- . 


sons Among whom were two- women, 
while onlookers from windows joined in 
the fray by throwing all kinds of mis- 
Siles. The police finally rescued the Ob- 
late fathers and the fighting ceased. 

A crowd of 3,000 persons,- however, re- 
mained in the neighborhood of the con- 
vent experssing itself for and against the 
monks until dark, when the police at last 
succeeded in dispersing it. 

The monks at La Roche Sur Furon 
were arrested. today. A strong force of 
infantry -and . cavalry. surrounded the 
monastery and held the crowd of angry 
peasants in check while the door of the 
building was battred in. The monks were 
placed. in. prison at Bonieville. 

At Nantes today seven Capuchins were 
sentenced by the court .to pay small fines 
for refising to close and leave their: con- 
vent. A. crowd of 2,000 persons escorted 
the Capuchins from the court, cheering 
them and shouting ‘“‘Long live the broth- 
ers’ ‘and ‘‘Long ‘live liberty.”’

Two Rulers Kissed Each Oth- 
et When They Met 


Chimes of American Episcopal Church 
Played “God Save the King” as 
Procession Passed, aztd Ed- 
ward VII Saluted and 
Smiled. 


Rome. April 27.—King Edward arrived 
fror Naples this afternoon and Was re- 
ceived by King Victor Emmanuyel in per- 
son. Their majesties received a great 
popular ovation. King Edward, who was 
etanding on the platform of his railroad 
car, when the train reached: the station, 
Gescended alone almost before the train 
stopped. King Victor Emm anuel. stepped 
qitickly forwarg and tiie two» monarche 
embraced and kissed each 
times, the Italian king say'ng quite audi- 
bly in English: “I welcome you with ‘ail 
my heart in Rome.” 

The crowds along the route followed 
by the king numbered 40,000, and it in- 
cluded ten to twelve thousand British 
and a great many Americans, as shown by 
the number of Stars and Stripes dispiayed. 
The diplomatic body not belng among 
those who welcomed King Edward at the 
stati the ambassadors, ministers and 
foreign officials witnessed the passage of 
the cortage from various points of val- 
tage. ‘The United States ambassador, Mr. 
Meyer, and his family, had a baicony 
in the middle of the Via Maizionale. it 
was decorated with American colors. 

The center of the American manifesta- 
tion was 4t the American Episcopal 
church. St. Pauls, which: was decorated 
with Amertcan and Italian flags. ‘The 
church being on the route of the proccs- 
sion. the rector, Dr. Nevine, erected a 
large stand, where about eighty guesis 
were seated. 

When the two sovereigns approached 
the church they were pleasantly ee 
by hearing the chimes of the ehurch play 
“God Save the King,” followed by ‘the 
Italian royal march. King Edward. rec- 
ognized the courtesy of the Americans Dy 
saluting and smiling. 

Seldom before had the city been 30 
sumptuougly decorated. The streets and 
buildings were brilliant with flowers, flags 
and draperies and on all sides were to 
be seen the entwined flags and arms of 
Italy and Great Britain. 

The most imposing moment. of the re- 
ception was shortly after King Edward 
entered the quirinal. The plaza below was 
packed with thousands of people who 
acclaimed his majesty frantically until 
he was obliged to appear twice on a bal- 
cony with Queen Helena on his right and 
King Victor Emmanuel on his left, and 
surrounded by Italian princes. King Ed- 
ward, by his gestures, clearly expressed 
the deepest appreciation of the signifi- 
cance of the scene. 

After a short rest at the quirinal, King 
Edward reentered his carriage, and,. ¢s- 
corted by the cuirassiers, visited the queen 
mother, and then returned to the palace. 
Later, he went to the British embassy 
where he remained until 7 o'clock, bold- 
ing a reception of the English residents 
of Rome.: Then he returned to the quir- 
inal and dined with the king and queen of 
Rome.

reconcentratiobn camp, says General Miles, 
were “‘considered prisoners of war, but 
were compelled to buy feod from those 
who held them at a large profit.”” Gen- 
eral Miles characterizes this as unprece- 
dented. 

Judge Advocate General Davis. has 
made a reply to the foregoing in which 
he says the instances of atrocity were 
made the subject of special invostiga- 
tions, resulting in administrative action 
as in courtmartials. As to some phases 
of these inquiries, says General Davis, 
the investigations are net yet complete. 
The distribution of rice, General Davis 
says, Was a military necessary, and the 
profits were turned over fo the nisular 
treasury for the use in further relief. 

Miles on the Moros. 

Of the Moros, General Miles Says: 

“The problem of reducing or controlling 
these people in case of continued hostili- 
ties does not appear to be a difficult ont. 
They are very poorly armed, and have 
no means of withstanding our mountain 
artillery and field mortars. Their forts 
possess but slight ressiting power, and 
ean easily be destroyed by modern ar- 
tillery.’’ 

Ot the roads to Lake Lanag, he says: 

“At the time *of my visit there were 
six hundred of our men at work on 
this road. The heat was intense, and 
there were at the time seventy men sick 
and some two hundred men on sick re- 
port. Unless there be some great mil- 
itary necessity—and I know ‘of none~ 
this work should not be performed by 
troops. There appeared to be very great 
dissatisfaction and just ground for com- 
piaint.” 

The more important observations and 
recommendations of General Miles are as 
follows: ; 

“The general condition of the troops in 
the archipelago was creditable to them- 
selves and to the country. The officers 
and soldiers made a good appearance. 

“The effect of the climate is a most 
serious detriment to the service. The 
men go there in perfect health and in 
the prime of manhood, but as a body 
are seriously affected in the course af 
two or three years’ service. Very fav 
escape, but the majority are debilitated. 

“As th military stations, with bit few 
exceptions, are very remote, and the 
troops are required to be in communities 
that are neither beneficial] nor congenial 
to them, the service is depressing, and, 
to some extent, has a demoralizing ef- 
fect. During my visits to the garrisons 
it so happened that I did not see a 
single soldier under the influence of 
liquor. As the result of my observations 
it is my judgment that the discontinu- 
ance of the liquor feature of the canteen 
has been beneficial to: the army. Now 
that the temptation has been removed 
from the immediate presence of the 
young men the yare less likely to indulge 
in the use of liquors. 

“The number of troo that will be 
required to occupy the Philippine islands 
is still problematical. While it is claim- 
ed that the people are pacified. evidences 
of hostility toward American sovereignty 
are apparent. The newspapers publish- 
ed in both Spanish and English contain 
almost daily accounts of hostilities, dep- 
redations or disturbances of the. peace. 
Against these armed bands the civil gov- 
ernment is employing the constabulary, 
a force of about 6,000 men.

Desperate Battle in Dismal, 
Syamp in Hart County, 


Moonshiners Fite on Deputy Collector 
Richardson, of Hartwell, Slight- 
ly Wounding Him in the 
Head—Officers Re- 
turned Fire. 


* A desperate fight between moonshiners 
and two officers of the law, Deputy Col- 
lector H. LL. Richardson, of Gainesville, 
and Marshal John A. Dickerson, of Hart- 
well, occurred Saturday night in Hart 
eounty, during the progress of which Mar- 
shal Dickerson was shot in the head. The 
officers were attacked from ambush afid 
the number of moonshiners participating 
in the fight is not known. Several smali 
ghot struck Marshal Dickerson, but he 
was not seriously wounded, only flesh 
wounds being made. 

The fight was reported yesterday morn- 
ing to Revenue Agent David A. Gates 
ty Deputy Collector Richardson. The 
deputy collector relates a thrilling story 
of the encounter. 

The combat occurred about midnight, in 
a secluced swamp, and in a downpour of 
rain. The officers had just seized and de- 
gtroyed an illicit distillery, which had 
been snigly hidden away in the swamp, 
ahd were just in the act of leaving the 
place when fired upon. About fifteen 
shots from shotguns were fired by the as- 
gailants, and the officers fired a number 
of shots as a return compliment. The 
battle was brief, but spirited. As far as 
can be learned, Dickerson is the only 
man wounded. He received the shot in 
his head at the crack of the first volley. 
but, notwithstanding this fact, he game- 
ly poured lead into the clump of under- 
growth from behind which the guns of 
the mountaineers were flashing. 

Richardson and Dickerson learned the 
location of the still, and, after a trip of 
several miles through the rain, they ar- 
rived about midnight in the gloomy and 
lonely swamp. A short distance from 
the still they met a man named Bartow 
Snow and another man in a wagon. 
Liquor was found in the wagon and the 
two men were taken into custody. As 
neither of the officers is a deputy mar- 
shal, however, they could not make an 
arrest, and the men were released. At 
the conclusion of the battle the officers 
again found Snow in the vicinity, and a 
second time he wag arrested, suspected 
of being implicated in the attack. No 
weapon of any characten was found 
about him. however, and, as there was n? 
direct evidence to connect him with the 
shooting, he was ee given his tree

least during the destruction of the still, 
and there was nothing to Indicate that 
there were any persons besides them- 
selves anywhere in the vicinity. Moon- 
‘shiners, however, were carefully conceal- 
ed in the undergrowth just above the still 
on a hillside, and they proceeded to give 
the officers an unexpected reception. Af- 
ter annihilating the still, Richardson and 
Dickerson walked away, but had only 
proceeded a few steps when the battle 
was opened. 

The moonshiners made good their 
escape, and no clew has yet been found 
that would tend to reveal their identity 
or present whereabouts. ,

~ SUFFRAGE CASE 


Supreme Court Refuses to 
Grant Relief in Alabama. 


Court Holds That It Cannot Interfere 
in the Case of Giles Versus 
Registrars Because a Po- 
litical Question Is 
Involved, 


Washington, April 27.—The United States 
Supreme court today decided the case of 
Jackson W. Giles v. Board of Registrars 
of Montgomery county, Alabama. 

Giles is a colored man, who was denied 
the privilege of registering as a voter, 
under the new constitution of Alabama. 
and the case was brought to test the 
validity of that portion of the state con- 
stittuion hearing upon this question. The 
relief sought was denied on the ground 
that the case was political. 

Justice Holmes, who delivered the opin- 
ion, said that for the court to interfere 
would be an unheard-of relief in cascs 
presenting only political questions. 

The court, as a whole, did not pass 
upon the question of jurisdiction, which 
was the question certified by the circuit 
court for the middle district of Alabama, 
and Justice Harlan dissented, on the 
ground that the court could have declined 
to assume jurisdiction. Justice Brewer 
and Justice Brown united in a dissent in 
which they upheld the jurisdiction of the 
federal court on the ground that as Giles 
was denied the right of voting for a 
member of congress by the refusal of the 
right to register, a federal question was 
involved, 

Justice Holmes’ written opinion was 
not made public, but he made quite an 
extended statement from the bench, re- 
citing at some length Giles’ petition in 
which Giles claimed to speak not alone 
for himself, but for 5,000 other negro 
adults of Montgomery county, who he 
claimed would be disfranchised as a ,re- 
sult of the enforcement of the suffrage 
provisions of the state constitution of 
1901. The ‘case had been dismissed below 
for Want of jurisdiction, but Justice 
Holmes said a majority of the court 
were of opinion that the supreme court 
should confine itself to the question of 
jurisdiction, but should consider the case 
on its merits. He then announced that 
it would be impossible to grant the re- 
lief asked. He pointed out that while 
Giles is contending that the franchise sys- 
tem of Alabama is a fraud, he declares 
competency as a voter under it, and 
closed by saying that it was beyond the 
power of a court of equity to grant the 
petition. 

Justice Harlan, in dissenting, said that 
in his opinion the case should Nave 
been dismissed for want of jurisdiction 
alone, aS was done in the circuit court, 
and the criticised the court's opinion, say- 
ing that it left the question of jurisdic- 
tion in the air and that he was not will- 
ing to be a party to such a proceeding. 

Justice Brewer delivered the other dis- 
senting opinion, in which Justice Brown 
concurred. They expressed opinion that 
the circuit court sheuld have been re- 


versed and that it should be directed to 
assume jurisdiction of the case. 


WORKERS "OR GOOD ROADS. 


International Convention Is in Sesion 
at St. Louis. 

St. Louis, April 27.—The national and in- 
ternation convention of the Good Roads 
convention was called to order at 106 
o'clock in Odeon hall by Chairman L. D. 
Kingsland. Among the earlier arrivals 
was General Nelson A. Miles, United 
States army, president of the National 
Highway commission, accompanied by 
his wife. He will deliver an address to- 
morrow. At least 1,000 delegates attended 
the opening session. The convention will 
continue for three days. President Roose- 
velt will make the closing address late 
Wednesday afternoon. 

After the opening session had heen call- 
ed to order, Hon. W. H. Moore, president 
of the association, made a short address, 
followed by Mayor Wells, who welcomed 
the delegates. 

Governor A. M. Dockery delivered an 
address on ‘“‘The States Duty.’ in which 
he outlined what the state should do in 
cooperating in the work of improvements. 

“The Exposition,’’ was a subject fully 
treated by President D. R. Francis, of the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition. 

President Francis invited the delegates 
to attend the world’s fair. The after- 
noon session ended with an address by 
President Moore, who told of the work 
of the association and what it expects to 
accomplish in the future. 


WAS SHOT BY UNENOWN MAN. , 


Bookkeeper Bishop Receives Two Bad 
Wounds. 

Boston, April 27.—Stillman Bishop, a 
bookkeeper for the Edison Electric Light 
Company, was shot in the office of the 
company today by a stranger who enter- 
ed the place, walked up-to Bishop's desk 
and began discharging a revolver. Three 
shots were fired, two of which hit Bishop 
in the arm and side. Persons in the office 
seized the stranger and held him until 
the police came and he was arrested. He 
refused to explain his action. It is thought 
Bishop’s wounds are not dangerous. He Is 
about twenty-five years of age and mar- 
ried, His assailant is about forty-five 
years of age.

PLAYS LAWYER 


Captain Is Preparing Cases 
For Military Prisoners Con- 
fined at Leavenworth. 


Washington, April 27.—The attention of 
the war department has been called to 
the activity of Oberlin M. Carter, for- 
merly captain of engineers, now confined 
in the penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., in acting as attorney in the prep- 
aration of cases and petitions of habeas 
corpus of prisoners who claim they are 
illegally confined in the Leavenworia 
prison. 

The claim is made that the prisoners 
were sentenced to be confined in Bilibad, 
Manila, or Alcatrasa, California, which 
are military prisons, and being trans- 
ferred to a federa) prison not under mili- 
tary control vitiates the sentences. Cases 
of this character already are pending in 
the cifcuit court of appeals and the war 
department thinks it would be well to 
have them decided before any more 
rabeas corpus proceedings of a like char- 
acter are brought.

Southern commerciai interests are vital- 
ly concerned in the present critical situ- 
ation of affairs between the Russian an@d 
the Chinese governments. — 

Of the several million dollars worth of 
cotton goods made by southern mills for 
the Chinese market, approximately 80 
per cent—perhapgs even more—goes to the 
Manchurian port of Newchang, and the 
closing of this port to American goods, 
either through an edict or by high tariffs, 
would be a serious blow to the southern 
cotton industry. Of almost equal im- 
portance to the future of American com- 
meérce with this great province of China, 
ig the proposition of Russia that there 
shall be no increase in the number of open 
ports and that no more foreign consuls 
shail be admitted. 

This is the direct and pressing interest 
which the cotton manufacturers of the 
south have in thé present Manchurian 
question. Involved in this question in a 
broader sense is the possible partition 
of the Chinese empire among the powers 
of Europe, which would of necessity 
greatly affect American commerce in’ all 
lines. If France extends her sphere of 
usefulness at the south and if Germany 
insists upon gobbling up much greater 
places of Chinese territory in retaliation 
fer the practical] extension of Russian 
sovereignty over the great northern prov- 
ince, the possibility of American goods 
being barred out by unfavorable tariff 
restrictions will become a practical fact. 
Great Britain stands today for an open 
door policy in the Yangtse valley, that 
great and rich section which is consid- 
ered the British sphere of usefulness, but 
it is conceivable that a spirit of retalia- 
tion may control her actions in the future 
and ‘that a tariff wall will be built here 
as well as elsewhere. The United States 
being unalterably opposed to the dis- 
memberment of the Chinese empire and 
to the acquisition for herself of Chinese 
territory, would ultimately be a great 
sufferer. 


It is, however, in the. immediate e?- 
fect of Russian domination over Manchu- 
ria that southern cotton mill men are 
particularly interested. For some reason 
the American mills have done little or no 
business in southern China. Hong Kong 
is a free port. No record whatsoever is 
kept of imports and exports because no 
duties are put upon them, and it is im- 
possible to know just how small a per- 
centage of the cotton goods trade: pass- 
ing through that port belongs to the 
United States. It is a fact, however, 
that the percentage is very small. Amer- 


ican manufacturers have never gone to 


work to make the light cotton fabrics 
used in that southern section of China, 
or at least, have never been successful 
in wresting any material portion of the 
trade from the English and German mills, 
which, through a number of years; have 
been supplying these lighter goods. The 
United States, on the contrary, has been 
very ‘successful in furnishing ‘heavier 
goods for north China, and especially for 
Manchuria. Into this port of Newchwang 
goes approximately 8 per cent of the 
cotton goods shipped by American milis 
to China, and almost all of this goes from 
our southern mills. 

It is among the possibilities that, de- 
spite all of her protestations of friendli- 
Ness toward the United States, Russia 
may, for political reasons, close the door 
of this port to American goods, Or, 4s 
has been suggested, may, by her control 
of the railway, divert traffic from New- 
chwang to her own port of Dalny in such 
a way as to greatly injure American 
commerce. Because of this possibility, 
the people of the south have a local as 
well as a national interest in the develop- 
ments of thé past few days. 


—_—_-~_- 


Russia’s demand of China that no more 
open ports be opened in Manchuria is 
made with the full knowledge that the 
United States is now negotiating a new 
commercial treaty with the Chinese em- 
pire, which contains the provision that 
Moukden, the principal city of Manchu- 
ria, and Takushan, a city on the coast 
between Dainy and the Yalu river, shall 
be open to commerce and recognized as 
consular posts. It is a little difficult in 
the face of this demand to accept at 
their face value Russia's voluble asser- 
tions of friendship toward the United 
States and her assurances, heretofore fre- 
quently repeated, that American commer- 
cial interests will be carefully conserved 
by Russia in any event. 

The plain facts are that Russia, despite 
all her promises to leave Mapchyria and 
her denials of desire to retain control 
over this great northern province, has 
determined that the time has come for 
her to force from China what would be 
acknowledgment of her practical control 
of that immense territory. There can be 
no doubt of the character of her de- 
mands, and there should be no surprise 
that they have teen made. Every stu- 
dent of the Far Eastern question has 
known that Russia would never let Man- 
churia slip from her grasp. From the 
day when the greatest of Russian vic- 
tories was scored by Muravieff in se- 
curing to Russia the vast territory of 
Siberia there has never been a question 
about her ultimate control of the great 
province of the Chinese empire just to 
the south. This control Russia exercises 
today. The Boxer troubles gave the czar 
the excuse to flood Manchuria with his 
armies—ostensibly, to restore peace 
through love for China, and in the desire 
to preserve her integrity. The Chinese 
government troops could do nothing in 
this line, and the Boxers gave Russia am- 
ple excuse for putting into effect the 
plans which had long been carefully pre- 
pared Then the construction of railway 
lines to connect with the RuSsian rail- 
road through Siberia was pushed for- 
ward with wonderful activity; a line to 
Pekin was commenced; Port Arthur—Rus- 
sia’s outpost—was connected with tae 
main line from St. Petersburg. and Rus- 
shan troops were garrisoned at every sta- 
tion—for the protection of the railroad 
properties. 


This explanation of the purpose of the 
presence of these troops was legitimate 
enough. The Russians neve done good

severe criticisms of Russia, which come 
from the capitals of other European na- 
tions, would have but little effect upon 
American public sentiment were it not 
for the apparent wide discrepancy be- 
tween Russian professions and Russian 
practice, as illustrated in the assurances 
given by the czar’s government, that it 
had no intention of retaining hold upon 
Manchuria, and the fact of the remarka- 
ble demand which has just been made 
upon the imperial government at Pe- 
kin. 

In December, 1899, Secretary of State 
Hay addressed a note to all the powers, 
which was, in effect, a request that they 
define their intention with regard to their 
various spheres of influence in China. 
The Russian foreign minister, replying 
to this note, said: 

“As to the ports now opened or here- 
after to be opengd to foreign commerce 
by the Chinese government, the imperial 
(Russian) government has no intention, 
whatever, of claiming any privileges for 
its own subjects to the 5 ite of other 
foreigners.’* 

In the fage of this broad declaration, 
Russia demands that no other ports or 
towns be opened to foreign commerce; 
that no more consuls be admitted—Rus- 
sia being safely entrenched in the pres- 
ent commercial centers of the territory— 
and, further, that no foreigners, except 
Russians, be employed in the public sery- 
ice in Manchuria; that Russia be given 
the exclusive privilege of using the Man- 
churian telegraph system, and that the 
customs reeeipts of Newchwang. be de- 
posited in the Russian bank. in a word, 
Russia is plainly demanding for her <cit- 
izens the very advantages which she 
claimed she . would,. under no, circum- 
stances, demand, 


According to advices from Pekin, this 
demand is presented in a heads-I-win; 
tails-you-lose manner that ought to excite 
the envy of even the artists upon the 
committee of the American house of rep- 
Yesentatives, who devised the ‘“‘en bloc’ 
rules of the closing days of the last con- 
gress. Russia is playing both ends against 
the middle, or rather in favor of the 
middle—which means herself. Russia an- 
nounces to China that she will not evac- 
uate Manchuria, unless China agrees to 
these specified demands, which would vir- 
tually hagpd over the administration of 
that province to Russia. If China re- 
fuses, Russia will run things as she is 
now doing; if China consents, Russia will 
run things there by China’s authority. 

This is the situation in a nutshell. The 
government of the United States is in- 
terested because it is the business of the 
government to see that its citizens have 
equal rights with other foreigners in 
China, and Russia's demands on their. 
face constitute a distinct breach of faith.

Macon, Ga., April 27.—(Special.)}—The sol- 
dier Who gave his life for the lost cause 
and whose remains were laid to rest in 


Rose Hill, sleeps tonight under great 
heaps of fresh flowers scattered there 
this afternoon by the hands of the 
south’s brave women. 

The exercises at the cemetery were in 
the afternoon and were preceded by a 
parade from the heart of the city. The 
parade was formed on Second street, at 
Cherry, and under command of Colonel 
E. D. Huguenin, of the Second Georgia, 
marched down Cherry to Third, along 
Third to Mulberry and out Mulberry to 
Rose Hill. It was lead by the Second 
regiment band and immediately 
behind the band came Colonel Huguenin 
and his staff, accompanied by the mem- 
bers of the governor’s staff residing in 
Macon. Then came the Macon Volun- 
teers, Captain Robert Hazlehurst com- 
manding; the Floyd Rifles, Captain Starr 
commanding; the Macon Hussars, Cap- 
tain Wheeler commanding, and then the 
battalion of cadets from Gordon institute 
in Barnesville. 

As the line went along Mulberry the 
two Macon camps of veterans, some two 
hundred strong, were lined up in front of 
the library building awaiting the com- 
ing. As the procession moved by the 
veterans fell in and then the uniformed 
rank of the Knights of Pythias brought 
up the rear.
